These men have been in the 
wean lying out of not only the advances made 
goods, cafried by them in the shape of taxes, 
at-also for frelylit charges for several months, 
and nbt.anfreqnently till the end of the season. 
his state of things is calculated to make the 
ice of provisions in the mines mnch dearer 
then would otherwise be the case, as it has a ten- 
dency to prevent a more general competition in 
the ¢arrying trade, and the few who are engaged 
ih it must charge heavy interest upon their out- 
i ying capital.

While, therefore, we fully appreciate the dis- 
couragifg and oppressive policy with which these 
nen Gave had &.contend—against which they have 
struggled with such manly fortitude, —we trust 
they -will not find it necessary to adopt such a

detettihined upon, A little more oppression, a 
little’ ‘more straggling, and we sliall see the last 
agt ina political burlesque which probably has 
bo parallel i in the history of any British Colony.

one acquainted with sleighing i is aware that a 
pair of good horses or mules will travel briskly, 
say, 35 miles a day with a load of a tom and a 
half, ‘which would be as much as twelve pack ani- 
mals would carry in summer, and they would not 
‘make more than 12 or 15 miles a-day, so that no 
figures are required from us to show the immense 
‘advantages the winter season possessés ‘over the 
summer for the transit of goods in the, interior. 

The discovery that’our mines’ afr, ton great 
extent, be worked.suectssfully during the winter 

seagon is destined to produce a great change in 
our trade, and will render itia necessity \ flint 
goofs should be forwarded during the winter as 
vwell a8 ‘during the summer, It is witlr difficulty 
thagpwith present transit capacity, we camkecp 
up the supply-in Cariboo:; and if the bulk of the 
minérs should remain hens all the year. round, 
it will be simply impossible to forward enough 

the few summer month®te meet thein- 
creaged demand.
